magnetic flux; 

an electric circuit environmentally protected within the enclosure; and 
a magnetic field generator within the enclosure and interconnected to the electric 
circuit to produce a magnetic flux indicative of a state of operation the circuitry, 
the flux, after passage though the permeable wall, to induce an electrical current in a 
magnetic flux sensor outside the enclosure, and produce a visual indication of the state 
of operation of the electric circuitry..
